A complaint filed Friday against the 
Granite City Lodge and its owners 
lists 45 separate incidents of alleged 
illegal drug activity and 12 incidents 
of alleged prostitution at or near the 
motel in the past five years 

Among the alleged incidents listed 
in the complaint are: 

v» A man charged with unlawful 
possession of a controlled substance 
after police confiscated drug _ 
paraphernalia, a bottle containing 
cocaine, and a loaded .22 caliber 
revolver from room 208 May 17, 1990; 

» A man arrested on the motel 
parking lot Nov. 22, 1990, when police 
found four rocks of crack cocaine in 
his possession; 

» A man and a minor arrested May 
29, 1991, when they sold a controlled 
substance to an undercover Granite 
City police officer on the parking lot 
of the motel. Police confiscated 32 

“more small rocks of crack cocaine; a 
very large rock of crack cocaine; and 
a pill bottle containing numerous 
small rocks of crack cocaine from 





room 205 at the motel, where the man 
and minor were staying; 

» Aman arrested for selling $200 
worth of crack cocaine to a MEGSI 
agent April 15, 1993, told police he 
sold $600 to $700 worth of crack 
cocaine each weekend the previous 
summer from a room at the motel;

A change in renovation plans 
on the McKinley Bridge will 
mean a smoother ride on the 
west side of the bridge. 

At Tuesday’s enice City 
Council meeting, the council 
approved a change order allow- 
ing $250,000 slated for replacing 
guard rails on the Missouri side 
to be used for deck repair. 

The bridge is currently under- 
going a $7 million renovation 

According to Tom Fields, a 
bridge consultant for Venice, the 
original plans were to replace 
the dividing guardrail on the 
west side of the bridge, but engi- 
neers decided deck work was 
more important. 2 

“What's in more need in that 
area, the railing or the deck?” 
Fields said. ‘‘Anybody who 
crosses the bridge will tell you 
instantly the deck. 

“About $250,000 worth of 
improvements won’t do every- 


thing, but it will make a differ-_ 
ence.” 


‘The council also approved an 
additional $40,000 ‘to replace fin- 


ger joints on the bridge. Those

joints allow the bridge to expand 
and contract. 

Fields said a city crew was 
working on the project, but, 
because contractors working ofi- 
the renovations had bigger 
equipment, it was decided to let 
the contractors do that work too. 

“It’s got to be done by some- 
body,” Fields said 

He added that with one mile of 
bridge, there is always some- 
thing else for the city crews to 
work on. 

Fields also noted that the 
bridge work was progressing 
well, and should stay on sched 
ule with that better; more pre- 
dictable weather Spprosching: 

He also said lane changes 
caused by construction should 
stabilize. 

“By the summer things will 
settle down a little bit,’’ he said 

In other business, Mayor 
Tyrone Echols announced the 
city was going to reapply for 
community development funds to 
make street repairs.

Echols said the new proposal 


was a smaller version of the 
original street sewer repair 
plan. 


The proposal includes alley 
work near Klein, storm drainage 
on Brown Street, and work along 
Main Street. 

The council also approved 
replacing worn street signs. 

Alderman Henry Fletcher said 
-Many of the city’s signs were so 
faded that they ¢ould not be 
read. 

The council did not set a cost 
for the sign replacement,

Abortion bill wins House OK 


SPRINGFIELD — The Illinois 
House Wednesday approved a 
measure that requires doctors to 
notify an adult relative before 
performing an abortion on a 
minor. 

The compromise version of a 
bill requiring parental 
notification of abortion passed 
the House 81-29. The bill was 
hashed out with the agreement 
of anti-abortion groups and the 
Illinois State Medical Society. 

“This is a common-sense, 
dignified approach to a very 
touchy issue,’’ Rep. Ron 
Stephens, R-Troy, said. “If you 
want to represent the values of 
families in Illinois, you will 
support it.’” 

Under the bill, doctors must 
notify a parent, 'a stepparent 
who lives with the child, a 
grandparent or a legal guardian 
at least.48 hours before 
performing an abortion on a girl 
under 18. 

A minor accompanied by a 
relative eligible to give consent 


or with a permission letter 
signed ‘by an eligible relative

Anyone who poses as a 
minor’s parent or forges a note 
for a minor could receive up to 
30 days in jail and a $500 fine 

However, minors who break 
the law face no penalties, and 
co-sponsor Rep. Terry Parke, 
R-Schaumburg, said that 
exception is a possible loophole. 

“If a minor forges a note, 
there is not much we can do. 
This legislation is not perfect.” 

‘The Senate previously passed 
a bill providing for civil 
penalties against doctors who 
failed to provide the notice of an 
abortion to the parents or legal 
guardians of minors. 

Another bill pending before the 
Senate would require consent of 
a parent or guardian before a 
minor could get an abortion. 

Gov. Jim Edgar has said that 
he would sign the House bill 
because it gives courts the 
power to allow girls to have an 
abortion without parental 
notification under certain 
circumstances.

The natural instinct of most 
married couples is to own assets 
jointly. Joint property (with 

tt of survivorship’’) gives 

Spouse a one-half interest 
during their joint lives and, at 
the death of one, passes full 
ownership automatically 
(without probate) to the 
survivor. It’s simple and seems 
to accomplish exactly what most 
couples want. ‘ 

So, what’s the problem with 
this apparently ideal form of 
ownership? 

As is so often the case, the 

‘imary problem is taxes. If the 
federal estate tax applies, then 
by owning all of their assets 
jointly, a couple may be 
purchasing simplicity at a cost 
of tens of thousands of estate tax 
dollars at the second death. 

The federal estate tax will 
apply if the couple’s assets total 
more than $600,000 in value. 
While this may sound like a 
large amount, in fact estates of 
this size are quite common. One 
reason is that the estate tax law 
takes into account the date of 
death value of all assets

“simple’’ will so that at the 
second death will 
pass to the children. 

As it stands, this arrangement 
results in a simple, efficient and 
estate tax-free transfer of assets 
to Mary if John dies. However, 
at Mary’s later death, her estate 
will be worth $880,000 (assuming 
no change in values), and an 
estate tax (federal and state) of 
at least $106,200 will be due 
before the children receive 
anything. This is because Mary’s 
estate at death is larger than the 
federal estate tax exemption of 
$600,000 that the law allows each 
person. 

By contrast, with PER EY 
planning, this tax of $106,200 can 
be entirely eliminated. 

» One essential-step is 
eliminating the joint property by 
dividing it between John and 
Mary. For example, the home 
($200,000) and $50,000 of

‘Thus, a total of ,000 passes 
to the trust for Mary at John’s 
death. 

Because the $350,000 in the 
trust is not counted as part of 
Mary’s estate at her later death, 
her eState will be $350,000 
smaller than it would otherwise 
have been. This new “‘reduced’’ 
$530,000 estate of Mary’s will be 
entirely protected by her $600,000 
exemption, and no tax will be 
due at her death. 

In summary, although joint 
property is a simple and 
appealing method of doing your 
own estate planning, in the long 
run it can be much more costly 
than a proper estate plan.

Time for tips on : 


Lawn’ Care 


froin the experts at 


he grass needs to 

be cut! Well, it may 

not just yet, but it 

won't be long 

before that phrase 
is uttered or thought about 
countless times. It’s time for 
a few little reminders about 
proper mowing. 


To many, lawn cutting is 
just another chore that rolls 
around. It gets done because 
it’s Saturday and it'll keep 
the neighbors happy. If a 
spot gets missed, it'll get cut 
next week. After all, it’s still 
green. 


For others, though, lawn 
cutting is taken seriously, as 
it should be. Great-looking 
lawns result from mowers in 
top condition, cutting lawns 
when they're supposed to be 
cut, at the proper height. It 
doesn't take much more 
effort, and the neighbors will 
still be happy. But more 
important, so will you. 


First of all, begin with a 
sharp, balanced lawn mower 
blade. A dull blade rips and 
tears the grass, a sharp 
blade slices it cleanly. An 
out-of-balance blade can 
make your mower feel like a 
jackhammer. Balance the 
blade and the difference will 
be incredible. Some people 
sharpen and balance their 
own blades, but if you don’t 
have the equipment or ex- 
pert many lawn mower 
shops n do it for you. It’s © 
well worth the small 
expense. 











Now, how short or long 
should the grass be cut? It 
depends on the type of 
grass, but a good rule of 
thumb is this: Never cut off 
more than one third of the 
blade!s total length: If the 
grass is long, it will mean 
cutting it a second time. 
During the hot summer 
months, the grass should be 
left slightly longer, but for 
now, use this one-third 
guideline. 





Adjusting the mowing 
height on modern lawn 
mowers is as easy as moving 
a lever. It was a different 
story with many older 
mowers. The wheels had to 
be removed and inserted 
into different holes. Too 
much bother? It was for 
many. When the nuts and 
bolts rusted, a lot of lawns 
got cut the same height 
every time. A word of 
caution on this subject. 
Whether you have a brand 
new mower or an old relic 
that’s been a trusty friend 


K’S ? 
for years, shut the engine off 


before adjusting the blade 
height. 


Another item that has been 
popping up on new mowers 
is a bar across the handle 
that will automatically shut 
the engine off when you let 
go of the machine. It's an 
excellent safety feature, and 
it’s very easy to get used to. 


Avoid mowing the same 
pattern time after time. It 
can cause areas of the lawn 
to wear down, with repeated 
mower traffic. Vary your 
path by going side to side 
one week, diagonally the 
next, etc. 


You should avoid mowing 
the grass when it’s wet. 
Mulchers need nice dry 
grass to do their thing 
properly. Besides, you don't 
have good footing on'wet 
grass. And you don’t want to 
slip anywhere in the vicinity 
of a whirling power mower 
blade, 


When fueling your mower, 
don’t do it on the lawn. 
Gasoline can get spilled, and 
even a small amount of it 
will kill the grass. Never fuel 
a hot or running engine, 
either. If you run out of gas 
before you're finished, move 
the mower off the lawn and 
let it cool down before 
refueling. 





Make sure the lawn is free 
of debris such as rocks, 
twigs and the like. A 
seemingly harmless object 
can become a dangerous 
missile when hurled by a 
power mower. 


Proper lawn mowing is 
easy. And it’s one of the 


easiest ways to create a lawn 


you'll be proud of.

University? 


IN TWO SEASONS, the 
Collinsville native has brought 
the Redbirds to national 
recognition. He was at his best 
jin 1994-95 since ISU began this 
,campaign minus four starters 
fand six of its seven top scorers 
‘from the previous season. 
When ISU finished 20-13 after 
ja second-round loss in the 
~National Invitation Tournament 
to Washington State, Stallings 
“was a far cry from what 
‘preseason prognosticators had 
*expected. 

» Of five major publications 
‘involved in predicting, one * 
expected a fifth-place finisH’ for 
ithe Redbirds in the Missouri 
‘Valley Conference, two others 
said sixth and another two said 
lseventh. 

Not only did Illinois State 
‘finish in a tie for second place 
with SIUC, but the Redbirds 
‘were in a national postseason 
tourney for the first time since 
,1989-90 (NCAA) and their first 

NIT since ’87. 





HOW DID STALLINGS do it? 
How could he lead ISU to its, 
first 20-win season since 1984-85 


with- a schedule that included 
“seven teams that advanced to 


4 postseason tourneys? 

The answer is he molded a 
team, and you can capitalize 
TEAM. In a season that included 

\two regular-season wins over 
SIUC before being eliminated by 
the Salukis in the MVC tourney, 
ISU had eight players with an 
average of 14 minutes or more 
in-playing time. 

While 6-4 junior guard Maurice 
Trotter led the team in scoring 
at 11.5 points per game after 32 
games (the most ever played in 
a season by ISU), seven players 
had either led in scoring or 
rebounding in a game.

~ basketball, such figures are 

i ly low, but nothing 
surprises me when it comes to 
Stallings. 
Since his days as an all-state 
guard at Collinsville, Stallings 
has succeeded, whether as the 
leader of the Belleville Area 

College team that reached the 

national Junior College finals or 

the Purdue teams that he helped 

to the NIT in 1981 and "82. 

In 17 years as a collegiate 
player or coach, including 
assistantships at Purdue and 
‘Kansas, Stallings has reached 
national postseason play 15 

times.
